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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the combination of Kumar 
and the APA is improper because the composition of the Kumar reference is significantly different from the claimed composition (and that 
disclosed by the APA). The Examiner agrees the composition of Kumar is different, which is why the 103 rejection was made. If Applicant 
is suggesting the device of Kumar would not work as intended if the antireflective layer of the APA were incorporated therein, evidence 
must be supplied to demonstrate why such a combination would not work. Furthermore, another aspect of the rejection was that the 
specific composition claimed could be arrived upon by routine optimization of the composition disclosed by Kumar (see Final Rejection). 
Applicant's response does not address this aspect of the rejection. Applicant further argues that the Kumar reference teaches away from 
the disclosed structures provided in the present application because Kumar discloses an embodiment that states the antireflective coating 
may be applied to the structure without a silicide layer. However, the embodiment relied upon in the rejection specifically discloses a 
silicide layer between the poly layer and the antirflective coating. Therefore, Kumar clearly does not teach away from the claimed 
structure. Applicant further argues that the Chen reference does not teach "that the annealing process may be conducted following the 
application of an antireflection coating to the silicide layer". However, the limitaiton to which Applicant apparently refers, which states that 
the antireflection coating protects the annealed metal silicide layer during the anneal, is merely a product-by-process limitation that does 
not structurally distinguish the claimed invention over the prior art. 
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
